A projected self-confidence gives him the 
recognition and distinction he deserves. He has an entrepreneurial attitude that won’t 
quit, and he continually seeks and embraces new challenges. Above all, Chuck E. is 
the champion of kids. Their happiness is his primary concern and he spares no efforts 
to entertain them. 


PASQUALLY - The Chef

COSTUMES ORGANI ZIATION 


1. Full Length Mirror - It is to your advantage if the room bas a full length mirror 
installed; that way you may thoroughly check the costume before you perform. 


2. Keep Room Clean and Odor Free - Cleanliness is most important. Not 
only should the room be kept clean, it should smell clean. This will keep 
the costume from getting soiled and will also make it more desirable to 
wear. 


3. Dressing Room Lights - There should be adequate lighting so that 
costumes may be checked for damage and spots. 


4. Costume Rack and Shelving for all Costume Parts - To keep the costumes 
soil and wrinkle free as possible, special costume hangers are 
recommended. These hangers are available through Purchasing. 


5. | Costume Care Kit - The costume care kit is filled with essential items 
which will help in repair and maintenance of your costumes. It hangs 
neatly on back of door to save space. Keep stocked at all times. Refer to 
price list for cost of each item.

MONTHLY: 


Clean fur portions of head. Spray with light application of Woolite 
Carpet/Upbolstery cleaner on bead fur, let dry then brush out. Use damp sponge 
(cold water) to remove any residue, let dry then brush again. 


CARE AND MAINTENANCE 


When handling or storing costumes, please be especially careful to keep knit 
costume parts separate from hook (bard) velcro to avoid snagging.
